contracts have expired’. 

On the move are

Robert Enes to name a 
few. Trialling are Mark 
Robertson, Con Blatsis 
and Craig Foster. 

Brendan Schwab, 
Chief Executive of 
ASPA warned, “If a 
club, by demanding an 
unreasonable amount 
of compensation, 
prevents a player from 
securing a career 
opportunity, that player 
would most likely have 
the law of the land on 
his side.” 

Schwab goes on to 
say that if such a player 
took legal proceedings 
for restraint of trade 
then he could go 
overseas without his 
Australian club

compensation. 

“This would deny 
Australian Soccer a 
vital revenue stream,” 
added Schwab. 

Mr Schwab says that 
following the landmark 
Bosman ruling 
allowing for free 
transfers within Europe 
for out of contract 
players, Australian 
compensation fees are 
no longer cheap by 
international standards. 
“Clubs must ask for 
reasonable fees in order 
to allow a player to 
transfer, otherwise, 
they may face having 
the principles behind. 
the Bosman ruling 
extended to Australia.” 

“The onus is squarely 
upon the clubs to 
enable the system to 
work. Any player 


unreasonably restrained i 


in his profession is 
more than justified in 


taking whatever action — 


is necessary to pursue 
his career at the highest 
possible level.” 

“As was the case 
with the Bosman 
ruling, FIFA would 
then make all necessary 
alterations to its 
regulations to ensure 
they comply with any 
legal precedent set.” 

The situation must be 
a WIN, WIN one. The 
club expects, and 
should receive, a 
reasonable fee.

history last Saturday in 

successfully taking out 
the Australian Junior 
Championship with a 
convincing 4-0 win over 
Queensland in the Grand 
Final, 

The victory in Canberra 
marked the first ever national 
championship in South 
Australia’s history, and was 
achieved in impressive style. 

Dominating throughout the 
week’s play, SA all but 
cemented its place in the Final 
with two days play remaining, 
Their runaway 6-1 win over 
defending champions ACT 
saw them streak ahead to a six 
point lead, and exacted 
Tevenge over ACT, who had 
denied them the title last year. 

ACT's dream of recording, 
on home soil, a third 
consecutive title was not to be 
— going down to Queensland 
on day two — before the 
thrashing from SA the next 
day. The young and more 
inexperienced Victoria and 
WA outfits fought hard 
throughout and showed good 
promise and competitve spirit, 

But it was the solid and 
consistent Queensland which 
won the race for second spot 
and a place in the Final against 
SA, After a first day match-up 
with SA ended in a 2-0 loss, 
Queensland went on to win 
each of their remaining games. 

Top of the ladder SA were 
obvious favourites for the 
Saturday Final, but were wary 
that the job was not finished, 
Having failed at the final 
hurdle in 1996, after being in 
the same situation, SA was not 
about to let history repeat 
itself, 

Nevertheless, the pressure 
made for a nervous start 
against the lively and 
determined Queensland 
forward line, 

After just ten minutes, the 
talented Halfpenny set the tone 
of what was to come. A shot 
from Mortison could only be 
partied by the keeper, 
allowing on-the-spot 
Halfpenny to slot away the 
rebound, 

Ten minutes later, and SA 
doubled their lead after 
pressurising Queensland on 
the edge of the box, Pint-size 
midfielder Stacey Stocco 
offloaded to Halfpenny, who 
clipped the bail into the far 
corner of the net, another 
typical centre forward goal 
from the sharpshooter.

Five minutes after half time 
in the 40th minute, South 
Australia’s Anna Ruotolo 
added her name to the 
scoresheet with a spectacular 
effort to claim total control of 
the game, Beating one player, 
the midfielder showed no 
hesitation to unleash her strike 
from 25 metres, beating the

Weird & Wonderful 
1926-27 


By STUART JONES 


Ppusserstieltts reign was finally 
over as Newcastle United finished 
five points clear of the first triple 
champions in 1927. Just three dropped 
points at home, scoring 64 goals as St 
James Park, in just 21 games, was the 
key to the Magpies’ success, with 
neighbours Sunderland finishing 
third. 

At the bottom, Leeds and WBA finished 
on thirty points with the latter finishing last 
with a lesser goal percentage. 

Division Two champions were 
Middlesbrough. They were eight points clear 
of second placed Portsmouth. ‘Pompey’, 
who only gained that spot on goal 
percentage over Manchester City. In fact, 
City had scored 21 more goals than the 
Hampshire side. Chelsea were a win behind 
both sides, meanwhile, Darlington and 
Bradford City were relegated from Division 
Two. 

Coventry was transferred to Division 
‘Three South but success did not follow and 
champions of that section were Bristol City. 

Plymouth Argyle completed their sixth 
Successive season in the runners-up position, 
In the Third Division North, both relegated 
sides from the previous season, Stoke and 
Stockport, contributed to make the division 
stronger. Stoke had more success through 
the season and were crowned champions five 
points clear of Rochdale, 

Barrow finished bottom in the North and 
Welsh club Aberdare Athletic were bottom 
in the South, 

The FA Cup was also to involve Welsh 
clubs in a big way. Swansea and Cardiff 
made the final eight with City progressing to 
the final four along with Arsenal, Reading 
and Southampton (the latter two coming 
from the second division), 

The semis finished Arsenal 2 
Southampton 1; Cardiff 3 Reading 0, So it 
was to be Wales v England in the Final, 
with, ironically, a Welshman in goal for 
Arsenal, 

In front of 91,206, one of the most famous 
finals was played. 70 minutes in and 
Ferguson drove the ball hard at goal, the ball 
dribbled away from the keeper, however, his 
attempt to grab the ball a second time sent it 
trickling over his own goal-line. 

Thus the Welsh took the FA Cup off 
English soil for the first time, something not 
even the great Scottish clubs of the previous 
century were able to do. 

The Southern League was to be 
dominated by a reserve side in the Eastern 
section once again. Brighton Reserves 
jumped two places to finish champions by 


three points over Peterborough and Fletton 
United. 

With five players having played in the 
Football League the side from the south 
coast only lost five games and scored 86 
goals in 32 games. Torquay finished 
champions of the Western section on goal 
average over Bristol City Reserves. 

Torquay lost 4-0 in the Southem League 
play-off, thus Brighton Reserves were 
Southern League winner. However, Torquay 
would console themselves with the fact that 
they replaced Aberdare in the Football 
League the following season. 

At the bottom there were some very 
results. In the West, Mid Rhondda United 
gained only 9 points in 26 games. In the 
East, Folkstone came last conceding 98 
goals in 32 games. Amazingly they were 
behind Guildford United who, in the same 
number of games, conceded an horrificl06! 
(Both sides scored a mere 57 goals). 

Rangers regained the title from Celtic in 
Scotland’s Division One. Motherwell 
finished five points behind the Gers with 
Celtic a place and two points behind the 
Wells. 

‘The battle was closer for relegation with 
Dundee United going down along with 
Morton, who had finished behind newly 
promoted Dunfermline on goal average. On 
the last day Morton were two points clear of 
them, and a point clear of Clyde, the other 
promoted team from the previous season. 
Dunfermline won away at Hearts 2-1 on that 
final drama packed day and Clyde won 2-0 
away to send Morton down. 

Bo'ness were champions of Division Two 
finishing well ahead of Raith Rovers. With 
the disbandment of Division Three there was 
no threat of the drop at the bottom of the 
second flight, and Nithsdale were very 
pleased about that as they finished bottom 
nine points behind Arbroath and Dumbarton. 

However, they would not play League 
football again. 

In the Scottish Cup, Rangers again failed 
this time in the fourth round. Their 
conquerors were Falkirk, who then were 
drawn against Celtic in the semi-finals. 
Celtic won by the odd goal and they were to 
face the victor of East Fife and Partick 
Thistle. 

The second division side upset Partick 2-1 
to win the right to play at Hampden pas in 
the Final. 

Of course things went to script as ‘Celtic 
won 3-1 to complete another sweep of the 
major Scottish trophies by Glasgow clubs. 
And so ended another hard fought year in 
British football.

It wasn’t 
until he netted the winner against 
Celtic in a cup final that he was at 
last accepted by the fans and went 
on to achieve the cult status he now 
enjoys. Moore’s view is that 
McCoist will easily take up a 
position in television when he 
Tetires but don’t expect him to take 
it too seriously.

‘A Question of Sport’, the series 
was attempted over here by a certain 
TV Company but it failed 
miserably, not only does he have the 
larrikin about him, he knows a thing 
or two as well. The question 
remains, is this his last year on the 
pitch or will he go around again?

SHACK ATTACK! 


As requested, here is some 
information on Len Shackleton. He 
played for Bradford Park Avenue, 
Newcastle and Sunderland between 
1946-1957. He was nicknamed ‘the 
Clown Prince’ of football but a little 
known fact is that he started his 
career as an amateur with Arsenal. 
His transfers to Newcastle and 
Sunderland actually broke the, then, 
transfer fee records and he went on 
to play five times for England. 
Upon retirement through injury in 
1957, he became a journalist, after 
which he moved to Grange-over- 
Sands in Cumbria, a most beautiful 
part of the English mainland, where 
he still lives today. 

Frans Thijssen, the former Dutch 
maestro at Ipswich Town and 


Nottingham Forest between 1978- 
1983, went on to play for Fortuna 
Sittard, FC Groningen and Vitesse 
Arnhem. He was still employed at 
Vitesse as the full-time coach when < 
last heard of. Incidentally, he won a 
UEFA Cup medal with Ipswich in 
1981. 

Team-mate Arnold Muhren, 
Ipswich and Manchester United 
1978-1984, also won a UEFA Cup 
medal with Ipswich and on 
returning to Holland after a happy 
six-years in England, settled in 
Volendam. These days he is 
employed by a Dutch football 
magazine that trains youngsters and 
still turns out for the ex-Ajax and 
ex-Holland football teams. (Any 
further enquiries about players are 
welcomed, please address them to:

Yet they could sing and lift the red 
and whites like nothing on earth. 

The ‘Roar’ was a response of true 
supporters, It would usually come, not when 
the team were doing well — like some clubs 
— rather when they needed it most , that is, 
when Sunderland were down (sadly, for the 
most part this was a regular occurrence). 

Tf you've ever been part of a large group 
of fans singing in unison (Welsh Rugby 
union supporters will tell you, as will those 
at Wembley for England), you will know its 
uplifting affect. I am not so one eyed 
enough to believe that Sunderland is the 


forward to, some excitement and passion to 
ameliorate the hard life of a cold ship 
building town. Despite its crumbling 
appearance, Roker Park was such a place 
and the team were ‘life’ for their supporters. 

Nevertheless, life is change. The North- 
East of England is no longer full of those 
‘provincial’ Geordies, lacking the style, and 
climate, of the ‘beautiful south’. Newcastle 
United are making a concerted effort to 
become one of Europe’s biggest football 
organisations, with stock exchange floats, 
upgraded stadium and a sumptious array of 
exotic players. 

Middlesbrough replaced their decrepit 
Ayresome Park with a beautiful all-seater 
set up, and had the audacious vision to add 
Brazilian spice to the mix. 

Now Sunderland will start life in 
England's First Division with a modern 
stadium. Located at Monkwearmouth 
colliery, the project is worth $24 million and 
is being undertaken by Ballast Wiltshier, the 
UK am of the Dutch building giant, Ballast 
Nedam. 

It will be christened with a friendly in 15 
days time, July 30, against glamour Dutch 


Monkwearmouth Action Group, 
in response to perceived car 
parking problems in the area. 
Even the original site, next to 
the Nissan factory, was scuppered 
after Nissan complained, rather 
ironically, about the ‘extra traffic 
it would bring to the area’. 
Another hiccup arose when an 
article in a newspaper claimed the 
site at Monkwearmouth, with its 
landform playing surface, was 
unsafe due to ‘subsidence’. 
Nevertheless, the club is 
forging ahead. A float on the 
Stock Exchange has being 
mooted, and as chairman of 
Sunderland Football Club, Bob 
Murray stated, “The club will 
never have a better opportunity to 
close the gap on North-East rivals 
Newcastle and Middlesbrough.” 
The club’s sponsors, Vaux 
Breweries, are also behind the 
new project, saying they were 
proud to be a part of the 
“regeneration of the area’.
